HEADLINE: Pensacola Holds Mobilization Awareness Week 

NAVHOSP Pensacola, FL (NSMN) — Naval Hospital Pensacola 
personnel are currently deployed throughout the world. To 
increase awareness of this vital part of its mission, the 
hospital sponsored "Mobilization Awareness Week" through 8 July. 

Personnel assigned to the hospital, and its seven Branch 
Medical Clinics, are routinely tasked to augment operational 
forces and overseas commands as part of their contingency 
assignments. 

Currently, several hospital staff members are deployed, 
awaiting deployment, or are on alert for possible deployment. 

"Mobilization Awareness Week is designed to increase our 



readiness and the awareness of our staff and those we serve of 
our responsibility to augment operational and medical support 
units throughout the world, " said Commanding Officer CAPT Marion 
Balsam, MC. 

In order to demonstrate commitment to our operational 
requirements, those 551 personnel assigned to mobilization 
billets — from the Naval Hospital and its Branch Medical Clinics 
— wore camouflage uniforms during this week "to remind us and 
the community we serve of our primary mission as well as to 
develop esprit de corps, " said Balsam. 

Naval Hospital personnel are currently deployed aboard the 
hospital ship USNS Comfort (T-AH 20) , as well as with units in 
the Caribbean, Bahrain, Quant ico, VA, and Great Lakes, IL. 

Twelve personnel currently are standing by in an alert 
status to deploy to Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, to assist with the 
Haitian migrants on board that base. A physician will soon 
deploy with the dock landing ship USS Tortuga (LSD 46) on an 
operational mission. 

And, later this summer, 10 Naval Hospital personnel are 
scheduled to deploy to a field hospital at Zagreb, Croatia — 
with another nine on alert status — as part of the United 
Nations ' efforts in that part of the world. 

The Naval Hospital also supports Mobile Medical Augmentation 
Readiness Team (MMART) Seven, which rotates quarterly on an alert 
status, and is capable of deploying in 48 hours for up to 180 
days . 

Since October 1993, Naval Hospital Pensacola personnel have 
provided more than 650 work-days to operational deployments , and 
an additional 750-plus work-days of operational training . 

There are more than 88, 000 beneficiaries — active duty, 
retirees and family members — in Northwest Florida, Alabama and 
Mississippi who are eligible for care at the Naval Hospital or 
its Branch Medical Clinics at Naval Air Stations Pensacola, 
Whiting Field, Corry Station and Panama City, FL, and Meridian, 
Gulf port and Pascagoula, MS.

SUBHEAD: Dental Plan Will Increase Premiums 1 October 

NNS - OCHAMPUS Aurora, CO (NSMN) — The Defense Department 's 
Active Duty Dependents Dental Plan will increase its monthly 
premiums on 1 October. The new premiums will be $10 for one 
enrolled active duty family member, and $20 for active duty 
sponsors with two or more enrolled family members. The increases 
are 35 cents and 70 cents respectively . 

Active duty military sponsors will see the increase 
reflected in their September Leave and Earnings Statements . 

This premium increase is the first in more than a year and a 
half. The government, which picks up 60 percent of the total 
costs of the plan for enrolled families, will pay a larger 
portion of the overall premium increase. 

The Active Duty Dependents Dental Plan covers the full cost 
of diagnostic services (exams, cleanings. X-rays) and 80 percent 
of basic restorative procedures (such as fillings) and sealants . 
It pays 60 percent of the costs of more complex services, such as 
endodontics (root canals), periodontics (gum surgery) and oral 
surgery (extractions, etc.). The plan pays 50 percent of the 
costs of prosthodontics (crowns, dentures and bridges) and 
orthodontics (braces for family members through age 18) . 
Coverage is subject to certain limitations. 

Families who go to one of the more than 117,000 dental 
offices nationwide that participate in the Active Duty Dependents 
Dental Plan won't be charged more than the required co-payment 



(if any) for services covered by the plan. Participating 
dentists will be paid directly by DDP*Delta, the contractor that 
operates the program for the government. Family members may also 
be treated by any licensed dentist of their choice, but they may 
be charged more for the care and may have to file the claims with 
DDP*Delta themselves.

SUBHEAD: Defense Department Adds New TRICARE Sites 

OCHAMPUS Aurora, CO (NSMN) — CHAMPUS has added seven new 
sites to its list of locations where TRICARE managed care 
programs are operating for military families . 

The sites are all at military installations that have either 
recently closed, will close soon, or will undergo realignment 
under the Defense Department 's Base Realignment and Closure 
(BRAC) program. They are: Loring Air Force Base, IN; Chanute 
Air Force Base, IL; Wurtsmith Air Force Base, MI; and the 
Delaware Valley, which includes Fort Dix and Fort Monmouth, NJ, 
and Naval Medical Clinic Philadelphia. The TRICARE program began 
in these areas 1 March 1994. 

TRICARE handbooks were mailed to each household in each of 
the seven sites. The handbooks included a directory of network 
providers for the specific area and will be updated periodically . 

The TRICARE program offered at these BRAC sites consists of 
TRICARE Extra — a "preferred provider network" of hospitals, 
physicians and pharmacies who provide health care services with 
no paperwork and at lower costs to patients . TRICARE basic 
(standard CHAMPUS) benefits are also available at the patient 's 
option from any CHAMPUS-authorized health care provider. 
Standard CHAMPUS cost-shares , deductibles and claim filing rules 
apply. 

Under the TRICARE pharmacy plan, former CHAMPUS-eligible 
persons who are now covered by Medicare (age 65 and over), and 
who live in the ZIP Code service area (roughly a 40-mile radius) 
around base closure sites, may buy prescription drugs from a 
network pharmacy and receive CHAMPUS prescription benefits . 

Families don't have to enroll in the program. The CHAMPUS 
contractor for these locations, AdminaStar Defense Services, 
Inc., will apply the discounted amount to services received from 
a TRICARE network provider.

SUBHEAD: Using CHAMPUS Toil-Free Telephone Lines 

MCNEWS Washington (NSMN) — CHAMPUS claims processing 
contractors provide toll-free telephone lines for use by CHAMPUS- 
eligible family members and their military sponsors . The toll- 
free numbers are accessible 24-hours a day, with automated 
answering systems that can also provide basic information about 
claims after normal business hours. 

It ' s usually easier to get through on the toll-free lines 
during "non-peak" hours — before 0900 and after 1430, Tuesday 
through Thursday . Be aware that the lines will often be busy, 
and a caller might have to try several times before getting 
through . 

You don't need to follow up on a claim with your regional 
CHAMPUS contractor until at least a month after you've filed the 
claim. That ' s about the time it normally takes for mailing both 
ways, and for processing a claim that has been filled out 
completely and correctly, and that doesn't encounter any 
"stumbling blocks" (such as questions about the patient's 
eligibility) on its way to completion.
